The 
average coat of these buildings has 
been 6.000 m arks ($1,500) but in many 
cases camp com m anders have added 
large sums form their personal for­ 
tunes in order th at the libraries might 
be more ornate or spacious. 
The conditions governing the gifts 
from tile Americans have without ex­ 
ception been such that none of the 
money might be expended for books, 
and it has been the task therefore of 
the '‘Committee for the Erection of 
Soldiers' 
Homes 
in 
the 
East 
and 
Southeast" to gather literature of all 
kinds and send it, not only to the 
eleven halls, but also to the most ex­ 
tended trenches. 
On the German side at least the 
war has drawn In men from every 
walk of life, including students, teach­ 
ers and others of a very high degree 
of education. 
The literary demands 
from the front therefore have been 
extrem ely varied, and the book-sup- 
pliers have beau put to it to lay their 
hands on technical works and other 
volumes. 
Between France, England and Ger 
many there has existed for some time 
a sort of working agreement by which 
books in the three languages are ex­ 
changed for the benefit of the prison­ 
ers of war in the three countries. 
Negotiations along the same line are 
now being conducted with Russia, and

New York, Dec. 25.—An American 
surrendered Nlsh, Serbia, to the in­ 
vading Bulgarians after the Serbian 
forces had retreated, according to a 
story told here today by D. M. Dold 
of this city, who has Just returned 
from several months In Serbia. 
Dold 
and his brother, Elliott Dold. sons of 


an alienist., left here last June as mem­ 
bers of a relief expedition to aid the 
Serbians. 
The last Serbian regiment 
to leave 
Nish 
mutinied and killed 
their colonel. 
This started looting, 
and D. M. Dold attempted to protect 
the hospital supplies, but was knock­ 
ed down and beaten by the soldiers. 
After this regiment left the people ap­ 
pealed to the bishop of Nish to induce 
Dold to surrender the city and ask for 
protection. 
When the Bulgars were 
nearing the city Dold, the bishop add 
many women with flowers met them. 
Dold showed his American passport to 
the Bulgarian commander and surren­ 
dered the city, asking for protection, 
which was granted. 
Later, however, 
when the Germans began to arrive pan­ 
demonium broke loose and the soldiers’ 
conduct was worse than the Serbian 
mutineers. 
Destruction and 
loss of 
life resulted throughout the city. Dold 
was stricken blind from hardships and 
was forced to come home. 


GOES TO EUROPE 


W ill Go as the Personal Representa­ 
tive of President— Not on Peace 
Mission. 


[By Associated Press.] 
New York, Dec. 22.—Colonel E. M. 
House, confidential adviser of Presi­ 
dent Wilson, stated late Tuesday that 
he will shortly sail for Europe at the 
request of the president. 
Colonel House declared that the sole 
purpose of his trip would be to deliver 
to certain American ambassadors in­ 
formation regarding this government’s 
attitude on various international mat­ 
ters now pending. He denied emphati­ 
cally that his trip will in any way be 
a peace mission. 
Colonel House said he expected to 
sail from here within the next two 
weeks and probably would be in Eu­ 
rope about six or eight weeks. 
”1 am going to Europe at the re­ 
quest of the president and the secre­ 
tary of state for the purpose of taking 
information to some of our ambassa­ 
dors,’’ he said, “in order that they may 
have a more intelligent idea of this 
government’s attitude concerning cer­ 
tain international questions and in or­ 
der to obtain from them their point of 
view' on these matters. 
‘'It is not advisable to bring home 
at this time any of our ambassadors 
from the belligerent countries. 
It has

Next Year’s Cotton Seed—Anthracnose, or cotton boll rot, has infected all cotton seed 
grown east of a line running from Wichita Falls south through Lllan, Austin Bastrop 
and Bay City. 
All farmers east of that line should plow under or cut and burn all cot­ 
ton stalks and get seed for next year’s planting from points west of that line. 
To plant 
infected seed will mean disaster to the crop next spring and summer. 
An opportunity 
for profitable cooperation is presented to farmers on both sides of the line. 
Those on 
the infected side should get together, combine their orders and buy seek in bulk. 
Farmers in the non-infested area should unite and seek a market for their surplus seed. 


The Boll Weevil—There are more boll weevils in the cotton fields of Texas than at any 
time iii the history of the state. 
The menace to next year’s crop is very great. 
All 
cotton stalks should have been plowed under or burned before this time, but lf this 
has not been done no time should be lost in attending to this important matter. 
If the 
weevils are not destroyed before they go Into winter quarters it will be hazardous to 
plant cotton on the land next year.

a report of the A ustro-Hungarian ad­ 
m iralty w ith regard to the sinking of 
the steam ship Ancona, in which it was 
adm itted th a t the vessel was torpedo 
ed after her engines had been stopped 
and w hen passengers w ere still 
on 
board. 
This adm ission alone is, in 
the view of the governm ent of 
the 
U nited States, sufficient to fix upon 
the 
com m ander 
of 
the 
subm arine 
which fired the torpedo the responsi­ 
bility for having wilfully violated the 
recognized law of nations and entirely 
disregarded those hum ane principles 


which every 
belligerent 
should 
ob­ 
serve in the conduct of war a t sea. 
“In view of these adm itted circum^ 
stances, the governm ent of the I nited 
States feels justified in holding th at 
the details of the sinking of the An­ 
cona, the weight and character of the 
additional testim ony corroborating the 
adm iralty’s report and the num ber of 
Americans killed or injured are in no 
way essential m atters of discussion.

“The rules of international law and 
the principles of hum anity which w ere

are so m anifest from the standpoint 
of right and justice th a t the govern­ 
m ent of the United S tates does not 
feel called upon to debate them and 
does not understand th at the im perial 
and royal governm ent questions or dis­ 
putes them .
